The proposal of John Gillies for the con- 
struction of the Brooklyn dry dock was 
dated July 13, and the contract was 
awarded to him November 17 following. 
The dock was to be % feet long, and the 
consideration was to $412,000. The time 
allowed for the completion of the dock 
was twenty-seven months,. and the work 
was to begin twenty days after the tender 
of the site. The site was tendered by the 
Government Jan. 1 and the contract 
time was in effect from that date. 

An agreement for lengthening the dock 
from 600 to 670 feet was dated June 16.

seventy feet was to 556. The time

there was a change in 

site sixty-four feet inshore, for which there

The contract was let by Benjamin F. 
Tracy, when he was Secretary of the Navy,

Gillies were neither notified nor made par- 
ties to the agreements for the change in 
the dimensions and site and it is claimed 
on their behalf that they are rele m 
their obligations on this account, It may be 
added that Gen. cy is now counsel for 
Edward Freel of Brooklyn, one of Mr. 
Gillies’ bondsmen, and he is reported to 
have said that the bondsmen are freed 
from their obligations. The other bondsmen 
are Henry Hamilton of Brooklyn and Hugh 
McRoberts of Staten Island. The bondsmen 
justified in the sum of $75,000 each.

VERY COSTLY ERROR 


Existing in the Copyright Law as 
It Now Stands. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 1 — The 
amendment to the copyright law, which 
Representative Covert, of New York, has 
proposed in the form of a bill, is intended 
to correct a very costly error in the laws 
now in force. Under the existing statutes 
any person who reproduces a pictoral like- 
ness of a copyright work of art, drawing, 
statue, photograph or other form, is com- 
pelled to forfeit the cuts and is subject to 
a fine of $10 for every reproduction in his 
possession. 

This law has proved particularly oppres- 
sive against newspaper publishers, for the 
Courts have interpreted it that the fine must 
be paid for every copy printed which con- 
tains a reproduction of the copyrighted pic- 
ture or work of art,
